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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 1 and 3 disclose a "proper location". It is unclear the scope of the term. 

4. Claim 4 recites the limitation "said serrated structure" in line 3 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Godfrey (U. S. Patent no. 910,123). 

Godfrey discloses: 
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See figures wheel body (wheels 3, rectangular shaped box frame body 1 ,16 with 
multiple screw holes on top, shaft 2) switch top-board with serrated bottom 13, top- 
board 18, braking block 14 

Regarding claim 1 , Godfrey does not disclose a rectangular braking block. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have a rectangular braking block as the shape is merely a design choice. 
Regarding claims 2 and 3, Godfrey does not disclose forming the frame body and the 
switch top-board from metal plate. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to form the frame body and the switch top- 
board from metal plate as such a method of construction is well known, lightweight, 
cheap to manufacture, and strong. 

Regarding claim 4, Godfrey does not disclose a spring to damp movement by the switch 
top-board clamped in the serrated structure. Godfrey does disclose a spring 17 to damp 
the movement by the switch top-board. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to place the spring clamped in the 
serrated structure in such a way to damp the movement of the switch top-board as such 
is merely a design choice.
